engrossment of the bill, is not vital 
to the meaning, it is said, but it does 
false the question of validity. 


" The mistake occurred in the para- 
acraph of the bill which sought to 
exempt certain boards and commis- 
sions from the classified list. 
This 


paragraph ,as passed by the house 
•nd senate, 
attempted 
to exempt 


'Uhe members of all boards and com- 
riilsalons and heads of principal de- 
partments and bureaus appointed by 
ffce governor or by and with his con- 
rant." 


In the draft which reached 
the 


governor, the word "bureaus" was 
omitted and in its place appeared a 
repetition of the words, "boards and 
commissions."
